A source advised on February 27, 1959, that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCK^/ELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held an organiza- 
tional meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (WUPENS) at his residence on February 26, 1959 . 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
VJUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States v/ould be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS.
